In laet Thursday m orning’s H e r a l d 
it was stated that General Franklin and 
the Board of M anagers oi the Soldiers' 
Homes were on their way to Los Ange­ 
les from Jersey City for the purpose of 
inspecting what work had been done on 
the Home at Santa Monica. The party 
referred to arrived yesterday afternoon 
over the Santa Fe in the special Pullman 
the “ St. Nicholas,” and were at once 
run ever on the transfer to the Southern 
Pacific tracks, so that they could be con­ 
veyed to their destination. 
A H e r a l d 
man was in waiting for them , and at once 
boarded the car and found his way 
into the presence of the magnates who 
were engaged in a pleasant conversation 
as he entered. 
Addressing himself to a 
di8tingui8hed-looking 
gentleman 
the 
scribe asked if General Franklin were 
about, and received the reply, “ I am 
General Franklin.” 
The General was 
very courteous throughout the interview 
which followed and readily responded 
to the scribe’s interrogations which were 
opened by a request to know the object 
of the visit. 
“ We are on our annual tour of in­ 
spection of 
the 
Western 
Soldiers’ 
H omes,” was the reply, “ and hav­ 
ing 
visited 
the 
establishm ents at 
Dayton, Milwaukee and Leavenworth 
now come to Santa Monica, where our 
trip will cease. 
We come to see what 
work lias been done so far on the build­ 
ings that are being constructed here and 
of course to make all the investigations 
necessary for a report to headquarters at 
W ashington. 
At the points I have 
named we found everything satisfactory 
and trust and expect to find the earn’e 
here. 
We will remain in this part of the 
country until Thursday, passing most of

I see 
it has been reported that we then go to 
San Francisco but this is a mistake, for 
on concluding our work here we will at 
once set back on our homeward jour­ 
ney.” 
The scribe asked who constituted the 
party and General Franklin replied that 
in addition to himself as President of 
the Board there were Colonel Harris, 
General Averell and Major Birmingham, 
the last three nam ed gentlemen being 
Inspector-General s. 
General Averell is 
accompanied by 
his 
wife 
and will 
leave the party here as he contemplates 
a visit to San Francisco. While the 
scribe was engaged in the pleasant duties 
above enum erated a num ber of gentle­ 
men entered the car and warmly greeted 
the General and his associates, who ap­ 
peared to highly appriciate their cordial 
reception. A few minutes before ó the St. 
Nicholas was coupled to the Santa Monica 
train and left with it at the stroke of the 
hour for the ocean’s side. 
This morning the party will be driven 
to the Soldiers’ Home, which is situated 
about four miles this side of Santa Monica, 
and will at once commence their investi­ 
gation.

Col. J . C. Marble, of Van W ert, Ohio, 
who has been passing a couple of weeks 
in the city on business pertaining to the 
Sait Lake, Los Angeles and Atlantic 
road, which has made a proposition to 
levee the east side of the river in return 
for certain city lands, dropped into the 


H e r a l d office yesterday afternoon for a 
few moments’ conversation. The Colonel, 
who is a keen observer and without doubt 
a shrewd man of business, spoke very 
warmly of his impressions of Southern 
California. 
He has been here before, 
and the rapid progress th at is apparent 
convinces him that there is a glorious 
future for this part of the Golden State. 
“ There is no obstacle,” he said, “ to Los 
Angeles becoming 
a very im portant 
commercial point, especially as such ex­ 
cellent harbor facilities can be obtained 
by a comparatively moderate outlay on 
the part of the Government. 
The

to 
make 
San Pedro 
as 
perfect 
and 
secure 
a port as 
San 
Francisco 
is a mere bagatelle 
when the possibilities of what will accrue 
therefrom are considered. The configu­ 
ration of the coa3t, points directly to San 
Peilro as the spot most favorably adapted 
for the water traffic of Southern Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Speaking of railroad m atters and the 
project he represented, lie said he and 
all concerned with him had been excel­ 
lently treated by the people here. When 
they first came to the point regarding 
ilieir line to Utah they called on the 
Mayor and outlined to him their propo­ 
sitions, and both from him and from the 
City Council they had received as cor­ 
dial a welcome as they had reason to 
expect. To build a line from this city to 
Salt 1-ake is a big undertaking, and, like 
all other big projects, is necessarily of 
slow development. “ The fact that many 
announcements have already been her­ 
alded forth of intentions to build from 
Southern California to Utah none of which 
have seemingly amounted to more than 
mere talk, naturally tendB to show some 
degree of doubt on our project,” said the 
Colonel, “ but 1 can assure you that this 
venture is in capable hands and will be 
carried out as outlined.” 
The Colonel hinted that the responsi­ 
bility and good financial standing of those 
interested in this new road could be 
easily ascertained, and in conclusion 
said th at they bad not sought newspaper 
notoriety, but as it bad found them , they 
were very thankful for the pleasant re­ 
cognition they had received.

No Conclusion Reached Upon 
the 8. P. Franchise. 


THE 
WEST 
SKWEK 
SYSTEM. 


The Utah R. R. Co. P ut off for 
Another Week—Other Mat­ 
ters Discussed. 


The City Council met at 10 o’clock 
yesterday 
morning, President 
H um ­ 
phreys in the chair, and Councilmen 
H anley, Lovell, Cohn, Collius, H iller 
Bosbysbell, Barrett, M atthews, Gibbs, 
Chandler, 
Smsabaugh, Moriarty 
and 
Book present. 
Mr. Lovell moved th at the S. P. R . R, 
franchise be set for 2 o’clock. 
Mr. Cohn thought it ought to be con­ 
tinued for a longer tim e, to give the 
Council more tim e to consider it. 
Mr. Lovell’B motion was carried. 
Captain B arrett moved that the west 
sewer m atter be taken up immediately 
after the Southern Pacific matter. 
Car­ 
ried. 
Mayor Workman asked that the Coun­ 
cil take measures to have the streets 
cleaned in a better manner than at pres 
ent. 
Received and filed, as the Finance 
Committee had a report on the same. 
The following message was received 
from the M ayor: 
G k n t l e jie n—I return herew ith, w ith­ 
out my signature, the deed authorized 
by you, transferring to Thomas Kell.v*and 
others, certain city lands in block 40 and 
41, H. 8., embraced in what is generally 
known as Reservoir No. 4, in considera­ 
tion of their transferring certain other 
lands in the same blocks. I am strongly 
of the opinion th at w hat is to be given to 
the city is of far less value than what 
Messrs. Kelly and others are to receive, 
and also that the city will lose greatly by 
yielding up the right to overflow about 
thirty acres, which right was always 
recognized by the owners of the lands 
bordering on the reservoir previous to 
the acquirement of Messrs. Kelly and 
others of the title, by their selling only 
fractional lots of block 41, and thus leav­ 
ing unsold the part3 which would be 
covered by water were the dam of the 
reservoir of the height allowed. The 
city Bhould therefore be more adequately 
recompensed than is proposed by the 
exchange of lands as at present arranged. 
The reservoir, should the city ever want 
to own water works, is adm irably located 
to supplv the whole southwestern part 
of the city, and as the right to overflow 
the lands in question is vested in the city 
forever by the construction of a solid 
dam of masonry and other safeguards, 
fine storage facilities could be secured 
amply sufficient to furnish water for 
domestic use to a thickly populated sec­ 
tion. In order to arrive at a more 
equitable adjustm ent of the rights of 
both the city and Messrs. Kelly and 
others in this m atter, and to recommend 
a proper settlem ent of the questions in 
dispute, I would aBk that you appoint a 
committee of three to act with myself to 
arrive at a basis of settlem ent. 
On motion of Mr. Chandler the former 
action of the Council was reconsidered. 
Messrs. Cohn, Bosbyshell and Sinsa- 
banali were appointed as the committee 
to act in conjunction with the Mayor. 
The Auditor’s report was referred to 
the Finance Committee, as also were the 
reports of the Chief of Police on the col­ 
lection of licenses an the Zanjero. 
The City Attorhey reported that there 
were no reasons why the franchise ap­ 
plied for by F. A. Gibson and P. F. Done- 
gan, for an elevator at the junction of 
Court House and Fort streets, should not 
be granted. The franchise was read and 
the question was raised as to w hether a 
portion qí the street could be set aside 
for such a purpose. 
Mr. M athews said he thought that a 
provision should be made 
that the 
elevator should be constructed under the 
EUDervision of the City Surveyor. 
A property owner was present and 
asked that the ordinance be made mote 
specific. 
Mr. Book said he was in favor of such 
an enterprise. 
On motion of Mr. Hanley the m atter 
was laid over until the afternoon session 
to give Mr. Donegan a chance to amend 
his franchise. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, a s published in the H e r a l d o n 
Suntiay, was read a n d adopted. 
W hen th at part was reached which re­ 
ferred to the granting of the franchise to 
the Utah Railroad Company, a protest 
was read from property owners in East 
Los Angeles, who called attention to the 
crossing of Downey avenue, and asked 
th at the company be requested to build 
viaducts. 
Captain B arrett said that the recom­ 
mendation of the Board was merely 
made so as to allow an ordinance to be 
drawn. 
Theee provisions could all be 
contained in the ordinance. 
Mr. Book thought that the m atter 
should be postponed for a week to allow 
the members of the Council to become 
acquainted with the men and their mot­ 
ives. 
Mr. Cohn said that if the mal ter was 
postponed it ought to he deferred to the 
incoming Council, for it could not pos­ 
sibly be fixed up by the present Council, 
and it would not be right to half finish it. 
Captain B arrett asked that Mr. Marble, 
the President of the company, be heard 
on the subject. 
Mr. Marble said that the company was 
ready to commence work, but he had no 
especial request to make nor nothing to 
insist upon. 
W hatever was done he 
hoped would be done quietly. 
Mr. Humphreys took the floor and said 
th at the m atter ought to be deferred so 
as to ascertain whether the parties ask­ 
ing for a franchise were in earnest or 
whether they intended to build the road 
through to Salt Lake. There were other 
railroads desirous of entering the city 
and he was in favor of giving the first 
one that m eant business the right-of-way 
and all the privileges possible. 
Captain B arrett said that this company 
was ready to commence work within 
ninety days, to have trains running in a 
year, and it would build a levee from the 
north end of the official bed of the river 
to the south end of the same. 
Mr. Chandler objected to the recom­ 
mendation of the Board of Public Works 
on the ground th at if adopted it gave 
privileges th a t could not be granted ex­ 
cept under a franchise. 
He was in 
favor of the movement but he preferred 
to wait and vote on the franchise. 
Mr. Book desired time to find out if 
the men m eant business. 
There were 
other lines looking for an entrance into 
the city. 
H e favored postponing the 
m atter for three weeks. 
Mr. Scott, of the U tah Company, de­ 
sired to know if that was the right wav 
to treat the m en who came here with 
capital ready to go to work. He had 
labored nearly a year to induce the 
capital to come here and when he had 
succeeded in getting the men here the 
Council proposed to reject him or delay 


him. The company was ready to go to 
work at once and all it wanted was the 
franchise. 
Mr. Chandler said he would vote on 
the ordinance at 3 o’clock if it were pre­ 
sented but he did not desire *o vote on 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works. 
The 
motion to defer action three 
weeks was lost. 
Captain B arrett moved ¿hat the Com 
pany present its ordinance at the next 
meeting of the Council, and that in the 
mean time th e Land Committee fix upon 
the price of the lane desired by the Com­ 
pany. Carried. 
At this point a recess was taken until 
1 :30 o’clock. 


A f t e r n o o n S e n l o n . 
Mr. Hiller moved that when the Coun­ 
cil adjourned it adjourn to Friday morn­ 
ing at 10 o’clock. Carried. 
The m atter of the construction of a 
bridge over Aurora street came up, and 
Gen. E. E. Hewitt asked that action on 
on the recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works be postponed until the 
□ext meeting, as Judge Bicknell, who 
represents the Southern Pacific Compa­ 
ny, was ill at home. 
Mr. Gibbs objected to any more post­ 
ponement. 
The Aurora street matter 
bad been up before the Council long 
enough, and something ought to be done 
at once to relieve the property owners. 
On motion the m atter was laid over 
until Friday. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
that the bill for street sweeping be dis­ 
allowed. It was the opinion of the mem­ 
bers of the Committee that the streets 
were not properly cleaned by the con­ 
tractor. 
Mr. Cohn said the sweeper only went 
over the streets and smoothed over the 
mud. 
He moved that the m atter be re­ 
ferred to the Street Superintendent to 
have the streets properly swept. Car 
ried. 
The committee referred back a bill for 
an extra room for the Street Superin­ 
tendent. The bill was ordered paid. 
A bill of the Bituminious Lime Rock 
Company for paving the intersections of 
New 
Main and Alameda and Macy 
streets was rejected. 
The motion of C. P. Johnson, that the 
rent of the Haymarket would be raised 
to $100 per month, was referred to the 
Council without recommendation by the 
Finance Committee. 
Mr. Lovell moved that this rent be 
paid until some other place could be 
found. Carried. 
The bill of M. Clayton for decorating 
the City H all on July 4th was referred 
back to him to present to the person 
who authorized him to do the work. 
Mr. Cohn asked that the Council fix 
upon the location of the courtroom for 
the second City Justice’s court. He said 
that if the court w hs taken to East L or 
Angeles the rent would be cheaper. 
If 
a room was taken in the center of the 
city the rent would be $80 per month. 
On motion of Captain Barrett the Fi­ 
nance Committee was authorized to rent 
a room at a price not to exceed $80 per 
month. 
T liE S. P . FRANCHISE. 
Captain Barrett moved that the ordi­ 
nance granting the S. P. R. R. a fran­ 
chise be read. 
Mr. Cohn moved that 
the City Attorney report as to whether 
the franchise as framed was correct. 
Lost. 
Captain B arrett’B motion was carried. 
The ordinance as presented by the 
company was then read. 
It proposed to 
grant a right of way over the streets be­ 
tween San Pedro and Alameda streets 
near Pine. 
Mr. Cohn called the attention of the 
Council to the fact that the franchise 
granted in 1875, along San Pedro street, 
referred to in the new franchise, had 
been revoked and another 
franchise 
granted two years later. 
Mr. Knox, for the property holders, 
offered am endments as follows: Ono to 
the title, making it read for a siDgle line 
only of track. 
He also asked that the 
copy be amended so as to include the 
am endment offered by Mr. Cohn last 
week, dedicating the land between the 
track and Pine street as a public street. 
He alsoofft-red amendments to the text, 
making the paving of the streets and 
changing the graueB mandatory and also 
requiring the removal of the track north 
of Pine street within ten months. 
He 
asked that a provision be inserted pro­ 
hibiting the construction of switches or 
turnouts between San Pedro and Ala­ 
meda streets. 
Hon. S. M. W hite said that the com­ 
pany would agree to remove its track on 
San Pedro street bo far as possible with­ 
in ten months. 
Mr. Knox called attention to the offer 
of Mr. G. J. Griffith of the right-of-way 
over the Briswaiter property for $15,000. 
Mr. White asked if anything had been 
said in the offer as to the money paid out 
for the right of way by the company over 
the proposed Pine street route. 
Mr. Lambie said he had visited the 
Briawalter estate and had found the route 
practicable. 
Mr. Lunt for the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company said that the Pine street 
line would be 10,840 feet while that on 
the Briswalter property would be 11,297 
feet, or about one-half a mile longer. 
Hon. S. M. White said th at the com­ 
pany had no objections to the wording i: 
m aking the track a single line as pro­ 
posed. He said that he had personally 
attem pted to get the track off San Pedro 
street to benefit property of his own and 
had subsribed money. 
As to the offer of Mr. Griffith, there 
was nothing tangible in it, and if it had 
been made in the fir3t instance it might 
have been entertained, but coming as 
late as the present it could not be con­ 
sidered. As to dedicating the land he 
thought that this was an onerous condi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Cohn offered the amendments as 
proposed by Mr. Knox. 
Captain Barrett said he had no objec­ 
tion to the amendments, as to the lan­ 
guage Mr. Knox offered to change. The 
only thing he did object to was the pro­ 
position to force the company to donate 
the land which it intended to use to the 
city for street purposes. 
Mr. Uohn moved that the ordinance be 
referred to the Board of Public Works to 
amend and bring back in shape. 
Captain B arrett moved that the m at­ 
ter be taken up at once and the am end­ 
ments be voted upon. Carried. 
The am endments were then inserted 
w ithout objection until that one provid­ 
ing for the dedication of the land was 
reached. 
Captain Barrett moved that this am end­ 
ment be rejected. 
Carried, Messrs. 
Teed and Hum phreys voting against it. 
Mr. Humphreys explained that he 
voted againBt the motion because be 
thought the company ought to go through 
the Briswalter property. 
Mr. Híller moved that the franchise be 
amended so as to provide for the taking 
un of the track from Pine to Sixth sireete 
in ten months, and from Sixth to Ala­ 
meda in twenty months. 
Amended so 
as to force the taking up of the tracks 
north of Sixth street in eleven months. 
Reconsidered and amended to remove 
the track up 100 feet north of Third street 
i i eleven months. 
• 
Mr. Cohn wanted to explain that he 


did not think it right for the Council to 
assist the railroad company in a land 
speculation. 
Mr. Sinsabangh wanted to know where 
the land speculation came in. 
As far as 
he understood the m atter the only effort 
the company was making was to get into 
its new depot, which was built for the 
benefit of the city. 
H e did not think 
there was any speculation. 
After all the am endm ents had been 
acted upon Mr. Cohn moved that the 
m atter be set for Friday morning at 10 
o’clock. Carried. 


THE 8EW ER SYSTEM. 
The Secretary of the South Side Irriga­ 
tion Company appeared in answer to the 
request to surrender its contract. 
He 
said that the company did not desire to 
relinquish its claim to the 150 inches of 
which it could take care. 
The company 
thought it might be as well to give the 
Pacific Sewage Company all the sewage 
except that which flows in the San Pedro- 
street sewer, and all of th a t except 150 
inches. The contract with the city re- 
juired the company to take care of all 
the sewage in that sewei, but no more 
If new sewers were built then it could 
turn over the flow in them to the sewage 
company. 
His company did not care to 
relinquish its contract unless it could get 
150 inches from the Pacific Sewage Com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Cohn moved that all action in re 
gard to the Pacific Sewage Company he 
postponed until tuch tim e as the city 
was at liberty to dispose of its sewage. 
As long as the contract with the Irri­ 
gation Company was in force the city 
could not make a contract with the 
other company. 
Mr. W. S. Maxwell asked that the con 
tract be awarded to his company as it 
had gone ahead in good faith and had 
expended some money already. 
Mr. Cohn Baid that the South Side Ir­ 
rigation Company had been very anxious 
to give up its contract once, and now 
that the city wanted it to do so the com­ 
pany had discovered that the sewage 
was valuable. 
Captain Barrett said that he would 
vote to postp: ne until the city was re­ 
leased from the contract with South Side 
Irrigation Company. 
If the company 
desired the sewage it could have all it 
wanted, only the city would not be re­ 
sponsible if loo much flowed through the 
San Pedro street sewer. 
Mr. Chandler said that the proper 
thing to do was to make the South Side 
Irrigation Company live up to its con­ 
tract, and take care of the sewage until 
it was ready to let it go. 
Mr. Book moved to postpone the m at­ 
ter until Friday. 
Carried.

morning’s Time* concerning the Phillip.- 
Block, stating that the cracks in the in­ 
terior walls indicated a dangerous con 
dition of things; that the front walls 
were settling, and that any inspector of 
buildings would not hesitate to condemn 
it as unsafe. 
The architect and contractor of the 
building were seen yesterday by a repre­ 
sentative of the H e r a l d . 
Statem ents of 
this sort are very easily made, but their 
exact truth is a m atter of no small con­ 
sequence to the public. 
The reporter 
was taken through the building, and the 
cracks wh'ch formed the subject of the 
complaint w m e shown :o him . They nli- 
cated by their direction and position 
that the timbers of the interior were un­ 
dergoing a considerable shrinkage, but no 
evidence whatever was found that the 
exterior walls were settling. 
"T he wood used in the interior work, 
said the contractor, Mr. S. G rant," was ob­ 
tained last winter at a tim e when sea­ 
soned tim ber was very hard to get. Some 
of it was greener than it should have 
been, and a certain am ount of shrinkage 
was inevitable. 
The building is very 
large, and a good deal of weight is sup­ 
ported through the floors, although it is 
iroperly distributed. 
When you take 
lour floors of a total 
solid 
depth 
of 
forty-four 
inches 
of 
Oregon 
pine there is room for more than a half 
an inch of shrinkage, and there is not 
even that much indicated by the cracks. 
Did you ever see a new building of this 
size or smaller without plenty of such 
cracks as these?’’ 
The openings in the plastering referred 
to were found to extend at an angle from 
the corners of the rooms fronting on the 
sides of the building. 
If the settling had 
been of the front wall the cracks would 
have been vertial, and would have been 
in the corners of the room showing that 
the front wails had broken away from 
the partitions. 
No such cracks as these 
ere to be found any where. On the 
corner where the Phillips Block joins the 
Bummiller Block on the north, the 
plastering was found to be perfectly in­ 
tact, showing that the new wall had not 
fallen away from the old. 
The architect of the building, Mr. 
B. 
J . 
Reeve, 
said 
that 
he 
knew 
that the work done by the contractor was 
of a satisfactory sort, but that the shrink- 
;e of the joists of the floor was inevit- 
jle. 
Instead of 
the timbers being 
weukened 
by 
mortising 
they 
had 
been 
fastened 
with iron 
stirrups, 
and of these 
more were used than 
was required by the contract. 
He knew 
nothing about the m atter of the elevator 
which was referred to in the article ex­ 
cept th a t he had heard some complaint 
as to the way it was worked. 
No cracks of any kind were to be found 
in the front wall and no evidence of any 
sort th a t it was settling. One of the 
first proofs of this and one vAiieh not in­ 
frequently shows itself in large new 
buildings would be the cracking of the 
plate glass in the front windows, which 
shows no symptom of coming to pass. 
General M anager Dan McCool, of the 
Santa Fe, whose office is in the front 
corner of the building on the top floor, 


Office and yard, 180 East First St., Loa Angele*. 
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pooh-poohed the story when he was con­ 
sulted in the m atter. 
" I have no fear 
whatever,” said he, "an d I am not with­ 
out a good deal of experience as an 
architect. 
If the front walls were sink­ 
ing it would show in the corners and in 
the joinings of the floors. I have ex­ 
am ined the foundations and find nothing 
out of the way anywhere. The only 
fault I have to find w ith the building is 
that the elevator is not a satisfactory 
one.” 
Upon reasonably thorough investiga­ 
tion it appeared that the story was some­ 
thing of the sensational order, such as 
is frequently started about a new build­ 
ing of considerable size and weight.

T h e Board of Managers of the Sol­ 
diers’ Home, who are on a tour of in­ 
spection of the western Homes, arrived 
here yesterday, and at once proceeded 
to Santa Monica. These gentlemen will 
view the work th at has been done at the 
new Home, and determine upon plans to 
continue it to the best advantage and 
with the utmost expedition. 


A n o velty in the franchise line is the 
application of Mr. Donegan for the privi­ 
lege of erecting an elevator on Fort street 
where it abuts against Court street on 
the hill. He asks for a franchise for 
thirty years and to charge five cents for 
each fare up and down. Many of the citi­ 
zens living on the higher level favor the 
petition with proper restrictions. 


Mb. H . W . P a tton, who had been

T h e Democratic caucus will m eet to­ 
night to select delegates to the City 
Convention. There seems to be a gen­ 
eral feeling th at the new Charter will he 
ratified by the Legislature, and in that 
event it is almost a vaiu thing for any 
man to expend much effort to secure 
election to an office that w ill, in all pro­ 
bability, expire in three or four months.

The fruit crops will be reinforced by 
those of choice vegetables which will 
flood the Eastern cities, our peas, beans, 
cabbages, cauliflowers and tomatoes in a 
natural state, dried and canned, being 
sent forward in au endless stream . Corn, 
wine and o il; nuts, honey and olives will 
be added to ull these. 
W heat and bar­ 
ley will fill up the great list, aud from all 
these resources will flow back a perfectly 
Pactolean stream of coin to enrich our 
people engaged in all these various rural 
industries. 


U u r R u r a l I n d u c i r l e * . 
The past two years have witnessed a 
considerable retrogradation in the fascin­ 
ating programme of rural industries for 
which this section had become so noted. 
The villa lot craze is partly responsible 
for th is; but the scale pests which at­ 
tacked our citrus orchards, and the fun­ 
gus growth which so B adly impaired our 
vineyards were more largely responsible 
for the set back. 
The townsite m ania is passed and will 
cut no figure in our future history. 
The 
most 
sanguine 
of 
us has 
become 
convinced that a million acres cut into 
twenty-five feet lots was overdoing that 
branch of enterprise. 
We have learned 
to reduce our estim ates in this line to a 
rational basis, and are content to see the 
greater part of our two million arable 
acres returned to their rational and 
legitimate purposes. 
Small farms of 
five, ten or twenty acres will replace in 
reality the im aginary villa on twenty- 
five feet lots. 
But the scale pests and the fungus re­ 
main. They rem ain, but to those who 
are observant they have lost their terrors. 
All over this county are orange trees as 
clean, as healthy, as thrifty, as profitable 
as ever they were. 
Nor are these con­ 
fined to spots, from which the scale has 
always been excluded, like Riverside. 
Small orchards are found in the most in­ 
fected localities from which the scale has 
been debarred. In a long drive over the 
San 
Gabriel 
valley 
on 
Sunday we 
saw 
such 
trees 
at 
many points. 
Five acre orchards in the bands of 
intelligent and industrious men can be 
kept in perfect condition, and be made 
to return a yield equal to not less than 
$1,000 per annum. 
The old orchards which for years have 
been infested by this plague, however, 
are rather better now than they were a 
year ago. 
The Sunny Slope trees look 
much more vigorous than they did one 
or two years since. They have been 
cleaned and kept in perfect cultivation, 
and promise to Burvive the pest and 
recuperate from its attack. 
So with the vineyards. There are 
many of them, and that of large area, 
which look well. 
Baldwin’s vines look 
particularly promising and so do many 
others in the valley. The Nadeau vines 
have yielded this year nearly 1,000.000 
gallon of wine. The Sunny Slope vintage 
is far from a bagatelle affair, and Baldwin 
baa made a great deal of wine. 
So has 
the San Gabriel Wine Company. 
Altogether things wear a hopeful as­ 
pect, and we confidently predict that we

At the present time the wires are 
bringing us accounts of the first really 
eevere storm of the season in the E ast­ 
ern .States. 
It is not absolutely the first 
wintry weather of the season in that por­ 
tion of the Union. 
Early in the current 
month we were informed of a heavy 
snow storm all along the valleys of the 
Mississippi, hut at that time the m er­ 
cury went down to a m atter of only 15 to 
20 degrees Vielow the freezing point of 
water. 
I t did not fall to the zero point 
anywhere — not 
by several 
degrees. 
Such a dispensation from the weather 
clerk is accepted in good part by the 
people oi the old States. They regard it 
as rather mild weather. But the blizzard 
now prevailing is no trifle in the way of 
severity. 
Shipwrecks, perishing cattle, 
frozen people and wide-spread, universal 
suffering m aik the path of the storm 
which covers the entire area of the At­ 
lantic States. 
As a contrast to all thaf. we propose 
to give a little sketch of the green grocer 
stalls in the Los Angeles market. This is 
Thanksgiving week and a picture of 
vrhat may be had for tho dinner on that 
feast will best indicate the character of 
our weather. The dainties catalogued 
below all grow at this moment in the 
open fields all about here. They are 
gathered daily fiesh, crisp and sound, 
and placed upon 
the 
stalls in the 
m arkets: 
There are tomatoes, yellow and red, 
in 
quantity 
and 
peifectly 
ripe. 
There 
is 
crisp 
lettuce, 
and 
there 
is 
white 
succulent 
celery. 
There are fine egg-plant and big sweet- 
potatoee all as sound as a bell. 
There 
are savory cauliflowers as large as a tea­ 
kettle and Brussells sprouts as tender 
as 
summer 
squaab. 
There 
are 
green 
pea6, 
string beans and Lima 
beans in abundance. These vegetables all 
grow in uur fields. They are gathered by 
the wagon load, and they are sold so 
reaeonablv that few familes are too poor 
to set from three to five of the choicest of 
them on the table for the Thanksgiving 
dinner. 
Without by any meaos exhausting the 
category of vegetables, pass on to the 
line of fruits, of which all the foregoing 
may be repeated. The fruit stalls in the 
m arkets are loaded down with belle- 
fiower, rambenu, greening and russet 
apples. 
Pears of several varieties, in­ 
cluding, of course, the winter nellis, 
flank these. 
With them are ranged 
guava berries, deliciously ripe, and the 
delicate 
and piquant 
Japanese per­ 
simmon. 
There are, of course, all 
varieties of citrus fruits, the orange, 
lemon and lime. 
Oranges are just begin­ 
ning to appear in the market. They can­ 
not be said to be ripe yet, but they are 
there. 
Then, strangest of ail, there 
are strawberries and raspberries, wbicb 
like all the foregoing list, are gathered 
daily from the open field, from the vines 
and trees and brought into the market. 
TheEe are all in the highest perfection at 
this season. They are sound, ripe, per­ 
fect in flavor as they are in June, 
July or Auguet. One passes over new 
potatoes, fine cabbages and some of the 
fruits in the stalls. 
But we must not for­ 
get the grapes. 
They are found in great 
boxes, just picked from the vines in ex­ 
cellent condition. 
To give the range of temperature as be­ 
ing 45 or 50 degrees during the latter 
part of the night, and GO to 70 during the 
day conveys a good idea of the perfection 
of our weather at this season, 
but 
such lists as those above give the reader, 
a much better impression of how mild 
this section is from a meteorological 
point of view.

I n d ia n a p o l is , November 2 0 .— In the 
Knights of Labor convention this morn­ 
ing the Grievance Committee occupied 
the time. 
In the case of trie contested 
delegation from District Assembly 49, 
New York, that headed by Jam es E. 
Quinn was recognized. 
Powderlv says he is sorry he was re­ 
elected, as he has been offered a better 
job, one paying $0,000 for three months 
work. 
The business of the afternoon was 
nearly all of a routine character. Oue 
of the first things done on reassembling 
was the passage of a resolution to ad­ 
journ the Assembly sine die to-morrow 
at noon. 
The committee on Appeals and Griev­ 
ances resumed its work. 
The only case 
of importance considered 
w h s th at of 
George Schilling, who as M aster Work- 
iuau of District Assembly 24, of Chicago, 
suspended Local Assembly 400. 
The 
Jyocal 
Assembly 
appealed 
to 
the 
General Master Workman and was by 
him reinstated. 
Schilling thereupon 
appealed the case to this body on the 
ground that the Master W orkman of a 
District Assembly, and not the General 
Master W orkman had authority to sus­ 
pend a local Assembly. 
During the 
hearing of the case Schilling vigorously 
denounced Powderly on the floor of the 
Assembly. 
W hen Schilling had con­ 
cluded his statem ent General Master 
Workman Powderly took the floor aud 
argued in justification of his action by 
claiming that when a dispute arose be­ 
tween a District Master W orkman and 
the General M aster W orkm an, the latter 
being the superior officer, was entitled to 
authority. 
Debate being closed the Gen­ 
eral Assembly first refused to sustain 
Powderly’s action in reinstating the local 
Assembly, and then refused to endorse 
Schilling’s appeal. 
By a small majority 
vote the whole m atter was then referred 
to the new General Executive Board. 
A num ber of other unfinished appeal 
cases were referred to the Executive 
Board. 
The newly elected officers were 
installed this afternoon. To-morrow the 
Legislative Committee will subm it its 
report. 
It is understood that Robert D. 
Layton and R alph Beaumont will con­ 
stitute the committee on National Legis 
lation, with Layton as Chairman. 
The following named cities are appli­ 
cants for the place of holding the next 
General Assem bly: Toronto, C anada: 
Atlanta, Georgia; New Orleans, La.:

Hosted, fifteen miles north of Colorado 
Springs, this morning bv which two men 
were killed and several fatally injured. 
The Rock Island usee the track of the 
Rio Graude from Colorado Springs to 
Denver. The Salt Lake express on the 
Rio Grande pulled out of Palm ers Lake 
station eight m inutes late, and was 
thundering down the divide at thirty 
miles an hour. 
One mile south of 
Husted the track make a sharp curve, 
on turning which the engineer was hor­ 
rified to see tho rapidly approaching 
Rock Island express.

On investigation it was found th at oDiy 
two trainm en were killed,W . H . Phillips, 
express messenger, and J . H . Flynn, 
baggagemaster, both of the Rock Island 
train. The wounded are M artin Munroe, 
eugineer of the Rio Grande train, slight 
fracture of the skull and badly hu rt in­ 
ternally; he will probably die; Joseph 
Berry, engineer of the Rock Island, head 
cut and badly bruised; H arry Smith, 
fireman, badly scalded and head cut.

The B ritish Governm ent Not in a 
Hurry to Settle the Fisheries

L o n d o n , November 26.—In the Com­ 
mons to-night Gourley (Liberal) asked 
if the correspondence on the American 
fisheries question was to be produced,, 
whether it was the intent of the Govern­ 
ment to negotiate for a new commission, 
and w hether in the meantime, owing to 
the divergence of legal opinion relative 
to the meaning of the treaty of 1818, it 
was intended to suspend the enforce­ 
ment of its provisions. 
Sir Jam es FergUBon, Parliam entary 
Secretary of the Foreign Office, curtly 
replied that the Government would not 
publish any papers, nor make any state­ 
ment on the subject at present. A modus 
vivendi is in operation. 
Smith, the Government leader, reply­ 
ing to a question, intimated that the 
Government, under 
present 
circum­ 
stances, was unable to make any state­ 
ment with regard to the appoiutm ent of 
a Minister to Washington. 
The House then went into Committee 
of the Whole, and the debate of the 
laud purchase bill was resumed. 
Par­ 
nell proposed an am endm ent to the effect 
that no money be advanced for the pur­ 
chase of more than oue holding, if such 
holding were rated at no less than £20 
yearly. 
Balfour contended that the am endm ent 
would interfere with the smooth work­ 
ing of the plan of sale. 
David Sheehy, Nationalist M ember for 
South Galway, stopped the 'deb ate by 
appealing to the chairm an on aquestion 
of privilege. He stated that he was leav­ 
ing the House when an attendant hand­ 
ed him what appeared an ordinary visi­ 
tor’s card. 
Upon going into the lobby a 
Constable from Ireland served him with 
a summons under the Coercion act. 
He 
moved to report progress in order to give 
the House an oportunitv to discuss this 
audacious breach of privilege.

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STORM-TOSSED SEA. 


Heroic Work of a Volunteer 
Life-Saving Drew. 


CAPTAIN JAMES AND HI> MEN. 


G reat D am age to the W ater Front* 
at Long Beach. Cape May 
. 
and M anhattan Beach.

Boston, November 26.—The terrible 
effects of last night’s storm have been 
everywhere manifest along the coast to­ 
day. Although the loss of life already 
r a f te d is large, it would have been 
Still greater but for the brave efforts of 
Captain Joshua Jam es and his volunteer 
life-saving crew, of Hull, who are ciedited 
with saving twenty-eight persons from 
disabled vessels. On Sunday afternoon 
a large three-master went broadside on 
the beach at Hull. Captain Jam es and 
his men rushed for the H unt gun, 
breeches-buoy and life-boat of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Humane Society, at Stony 
Beach, and after strenuous efforts they 
succeeded in bringing ashore the crew of 
nine men from the schooner, which 
proved to be the Cox & Green, from 
Philadelphia for Chelsea, with coal. The 
vessel is now fast breaking up. 
Hardly had the band of rescuers com­ 
pleted their work at this place when 
another vessel was descried on the rocks 
about an eighth of a mile up the beach, 
but further from shore than the other. 
Hurriedly rushing their apparatus to the 
most available location they found that 
the distance was too great to allow the 
use of the breeches-buoy, and the surf- 
boat was quickly manned. The waves 
were tremendous, and it was only after 
a hard and persistent struggle that the 
vessel was reached, their boat twice 
swamping in the attem pt. The boat was 
at last brought under the vessel’s bow, 
and the crew of eight men swung them ­ 
selves into it. The return to the shore 
wan a perilous trip, the boat filling sev­ 
eral times, but it was finally thrown on 
the beach atnoDg the rocks by a huge 
wave and entirely smashed. 
The volunteer life-savers continued 
their patrol of the beach, and at day­ 
break sighted a third vessel ashore about 
a half mile northeast of Abbott. She 
could not be reached by the breeches- 
buoy, and as their surf-boat had been 
demolished the tireless meu started for 
Strawberry Hill station, four miles away, 
and returned with the Humane Society’s 
new boat. This boat withsb od the huge 
breakers and landed the crew of seven 
men. 
Not satisfied with the work accomplish­ 
ed, Captain Jam es and his band of 
twelve started for Atlantic Hill, seven 
miles down the beach, where t vo more 
vessels were reported ashore 
Here 
they were joined by Captain Jam es An­ 
derson, of the Humane Society station 
at Crescent 
Beach, 
and 
Captain 
George 
H. 
Brown, 
of the Gov­ 
ernm ent station at North Scituate. 
Their efforts were directed to the rescue 
of five men who could be seen clinging 
to the rigging of one of the vessels. The 
sea was running higher than ever known 
before at this point and it was thought 
impossible to reach the wreck with the 
surf boat. The Hunt guns were brought 
into use and two lines were almost sim­ 
ultaneously fired across her furetop by 
Captains Anderson and Brown. The 
men in the rigging eagerly seized a line 
and a hawser was pulled aboard; but 
just as the buoy was about to be sent out 
the line became fouled and the buoy was 
rendered useless. 
At this critical moment three young 
meu of Cohasset, named Ainslie, Antoin 
and Salvador, manned a small dory and 
at great peril attempted to clear the line. 
In this they were unsuccessful. The 
surf boat was then put out on its third 
perilous journey. The waves were enor­ 
mous, at times lifting the boat as high as 
the main-top of the disabled schooner, 
but the brave crew never faltered and at 
Iasi reached the vessels stem. As quick 
as they were within hailing distance a 
nearly exhausted seaman crawled out 
from under the furled sail on the mizzen- 
top and came cautiously down the 
shrouds. Captain Jam es threw him a 
line which he fastened around liis body, 
jumped into the sea and was rapidly 
drawn into the boat by strong and will­ 
ing hands. 
A desperate attempt was then made 
to force the surf boat forward to the 
foremast but the waves would beat it 
back and for nearly an hour they strug­ 
gled before they succeeded in reaching 
and holding their desired position. The 
men in the rigging were terribly ex­ 
hausted and it was a difficult undertak­ 
ing for them to descend, but one after 
another four of them descended in safely, 
jumped overboard, and like the first, 
were drawn into the boat. It was then 
discovered that the fifth sailor was a 
corpse, and his body was left in its icy 
resting place. The surf boat was headed 
for the shore and a safe landing was 
effected amid the cheers of the specta­ 
tors.When the storm struck the vessel 
Captain Fales and one seam an refused to 
go aloft, and they were swept overboard. 
The others took to the rigging, where the 
steward, I. Brome, of Fast Boston, being 
unable to withstand the cold, died early 
Sunday morning, and was lashed to the 
mast by his companions. If the vessel 
outrides the storm, as now seems likely, 
the body will probably b6 removed to­ 
morrow. 
About 1,000 feet north west of this boat, 
high and dry upon the sandy beach, 
within reaching distance of Damon’s Pa­ 
vilion, lies the three-master Mattie E. 
Eaton, from Boston for Port Spain with 
a general cargo. The captain and crew 
were in the rigging for eight hours before 
she struck, but they succeeded in reach­ 
ing the shore in safety in their boat. 
Still another vessel was Been drifting 
about by the untiring band of rescuers, 
and getting no response to their attempt 
to place life lines, the vessel was 
boarded by the gallant crew, but no one 
was on board. It was the brigantine 
Alice, abandoned. The crew returned to 
the shore and their noble work was 
done.’

EFFECTS OF T H E GREAT STORM. 


Vessels 
Lost 
on Sea and Lakes. 
Snow Piled 
Up in D rifts. 
Wires Down.

N ew Y o r k, November 26.—The first 
storm of the Winter is about over in this 
vicinity, but is still raging with unabated 
violence along the New Kngland coast. 
Telegraphic communication with that 
section is entirely suspended. 
The Western Union has no wires be­ 
tween this city and Philadelphia, thus 
shuttting off all Southern points. The 
Associated Press W ashington 
circuit, 
which usually runs from this city to 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington 
direct, is this morning made up by way 
of Buffalo, Cleveland and Pittsburg. 
The storm along the coast all the way 
from Cape H atteras has been very vio­ 
lent. It is feared many m aiioe disasters 
have occurred, although it will be some 
days before reports begin to come in, as 
tbe storm would drive the vessels off 
■hore. 
The wires to Sandy Hook are all down, 
bnt tbe last message received from that 
place stated that the highest wind ever 
experienced by the observer there was 
nging. 


DRIFTWOOD AND W RECKAGE. 
The Western Union succeeded at noon 
in opening communication with Boston, 
and a few wires were at that time 
working with Philadelphia.

SOKE THROAT. 
Inflam m atory action of any kind In th e nose 
speedily extends itself to th e throat. From 
he th ro at each breath we draw carries the 
irritatiou onw ard and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved the sup­ 
ply of air to th e iuugs becomes gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubérculos m ay form aud bronchi til 
end iu consum ption. 
"Sore th ro at" is the 
popular term used iu speaking of th ro at dis 
easts, differing widely from each eth er in 
thctr nature and treatm ent. 
The th ro at com prises th e whole spaoefiom 
:he posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several narts 
Fable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lin in g the throat, th e m ucous fo licles <»r little 
?l*nde, w hich in health, secrete the lubricat- 
ng m ucous, th e uvula or pedulns part which 
hangs down from th e curtain of th e palate and 
th e tonsils. 
ACUTE OK SIM PLE SORE THROAT. 
The most sim ple form of th ro at disease is 
inflam m ation of the m ucous m em brane, re 
su itin g from recent cold. 
It is most prevalent 
in cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a roughness in th e thi oat, w ith it slight pain 
and sw elling. T ee th ro at looks red and angry 
am i the tongue is slightly conted w ith white 
fur 
W ithin :i lew days sm all w hitish «pots, 
which look like ulcers, form on the back of the 
throat aud about th e root or the tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, th ere aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of three or four days, but when 
m ore severe th ey leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. W hen the acm e Inflam m ation is not 
e n tire ly rem oved it is likely to degcneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop w hat is 
called g ran u lar disease, or it m ay end in an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or causo chrouic 
enlargem ent of th e tonsila and elongation of 
th e uvula. 
CHRONIC 80R E THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of the thro it 
aud noae, usually begins w ith a severe cold, 
sud is alm ost always attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. It is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. the Irritation escaping down and fixing 
itte li upon th e delicate organism of th is part, 
and thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
the lungs. W hen it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, the sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild. There m ay be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to find only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sensation as of ‘‘som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of w hich they keep up a rasping effort 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or leas affected, being rough in th e early 
stage, but m ore feeble after th e disease is fully 
established. There is often a slight tenderness 
over th at prom inence of th e neck know n a*- the 
"A pple o f Adam ” (Pom nm Adam ), a heat and 
a sense of tightness aud frequently some slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes w hich produce thiB form of dis 
ease are various. It arises In clergym en aud 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of th e voice. The vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted and lose their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust an d all irritating m atters in the 
air are liable to be drawn im o th-* windpipe 
aud produce irritation. It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, th e inflam m ation 
ex ten d in g down to the larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
always a serions m alady. The chronic form 
threatens th e com plete destruction of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends un til it has involved 
th e lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
change in the w eather, every night of dust, 
feeds the irritation aud increases the inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On th e o ther h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as « sequel of consum ption, 
and is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated. by th e irritation of tho expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it Is one of tbe most distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e patient’s distress. 
Iu this form theie is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e lowei side 
and gradually extending upward. T htse ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous and cellu­ 
lar m em hrsnes, involving th e m utcultir tissue 
aud not infrequently attack the ligum euts and 
cartilages themselves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent npon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
which will rem ove Its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
und er the head of "C onsum ption." 
Iu addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chrouic, the Jarynx is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty growths »*’d to 
pulipi. 
Under the 
action of long continued irritation th e vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering the voice 
husky and indistinct. 
And again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice from yaisy of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
physicians by the term o i * A phonia.” Unless 
the rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for this reusou th at judicious inhalations are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflam m ation or th e tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office Is to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid which keeps the 
th ro at m oist 
There are persons who suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es 
oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
Bwelliug, w hich gradually increases until the 
act of sw allow ing is attended with great suffer­ 
ing. 
These glands are som etim es affected by 
chronic inflam m ation, aud are found eularged 
aud very m uch hardened. In such cRses they 
secrete a th in , 
unhealthy, Irritating fluid, 
w hich is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. Iu th e throats of m any young 
persons these glands aie perm anently so large 
as ro render respiratiou exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children thus 
«freeted often occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays the foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The eu'-taohlau tubes (the m ouths of 
wnieh are just above the palate) are often in ­ 
flamed, an d partial deafness is th e result. 
Many patients suflbring from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer from depression 
of spirits 
Ho ofteu does tnis sym ptom present 
itself th at it may alm ost be regard' d as one of 
th e peculiar ties. Persons th u s afflicted have 
usually th e dark and dingy look of the face 
which denotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver. They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondrlacal, irritab le and oiten ex­ 
hausted from o ther causes, in com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE*THBOAT 
Is the m ost serious torm or tnru&t disease. It is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and causing it to appear rough 
aud uneven. 
Sometimes these granulations 
appear in patches, but generally they are re 
lar and distinct. 
Wheu allowed to progress 
m ucous follicles of the larynx soon become In­ 
volved. and then we have added to th e other 
symptom» a hnskineas of th e voice In speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
the w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, hluish- 
•olored m ucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titillation, pro­ 
ducing a de«ire to clear th e throat several tim es 
tiring the courseof th e day. He may uot no­ 
tice thi» him self, but it is. nevertheless, ob 
served.by bis friends. 8ome m onths later thiB 
■l.«position Is found to have increased, aud to 
be attended with an occasional desire to swal- 
.ow, the patient—to use his own words—feeling 
MJinetbing sticking iu his throat.
